TORIES EXPECTED TO LEAD 


But Alliance With the Lloyd 
George Liberals May Be Nec- 
essary to Stay in Power. 


WOMEN CONFOUND EXPERTS 


Large Increase in Electorate and 


Breaking of Party Lines Also 
Add to the Uncertainty.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—As the election 
campaign choses and polls are about to 
open the. best political experts confess 
themselves at sea. The impression is 
strong that the Conservatives will gain 
a victory, but no one is willing to make 
a confident prediction as to the proba- 
bility of Premier Bonar Law’s Govern- 
ment obtaining a sufficient majority to 
enable it to carry on successfully in the 
House of Commons. 

The reasons for this uncertainty are 
many. In the first place the election 
has come about not because there has 
been any strong alternative party to the 
Coalition, but through weariness with 
Mr. Lloyd George’s Cabinet. The ex- 
Premier has still much of his old per- 
sonal popularity, but by his Irish, In- 
dian and reparations policies he has 
aroused strong antagonisms among the 
influential classes. Moreover his chief 
lieutenants, like Lord Birkenhead and 
Winston Churchill, have been the re- 
verse of helpful to him. 

On the other hand, Mr. Bonar Law by 
his campaigning tactics has deliberately 
refrained from stirring the enthusiasm 
of those who demanded a change. He 
has pyt forward a mere shadow of a 
program. He has made not a single 
ringing speech against the Coalition, and 
he has based his appeal purely on the 
need of the country for a quiet and 
gteady Government. 

Then, in the second place, there is an 
extraordinarily large proportion of new 
voters. Not since 1911 has there been a 
normal election, and the traditional par- 
ty labels of that period have lost all 
meaning. Moreover, the election laws 
have been amended to include a very 
much larger number of voters and con- 
stituencies are now so large that the old- 
fashioned canvassing with a careful 
ticking. off of each name on the register 
as friendly or hostile has been almost 
entirely abandoned. 

Woman Vote Is a Big Factor. 

Finally, there is the woman’s vote. 
They were enfranchised for the khaki 
election of 1918, but that, it is recog- 
nized, was not a fair test, and no one 
can say for certain how the feminine 
vote in any constituency will react to- 
morrow. At the same time, there is a 
general belief that on the whole it will 


be cast for the Conservatives. A number |} 
of postcard messages from women cole!

So when Mr. Bonar Law declared 
today at Glasgow that he was confident 
of a majority he has practically all 
the political prophets with him. There 
are 615 members in the House of Com- 
mons, now that Southern Ireland has a 
Parliament of its own, and it is gener- 
ally conceded that the conservatives 
ought to carry at least 320 seats. That, 
of course, would not be enough to give 
the Government a working majority 
without alliances, but even so strong a 
Lloyd George organ as The Daily Chron- 
icle has expressed the view that the 
Conservatives might be returned with 
from thirty to forty majority over all 
the other parties in the house. 

The real interest in the election Hes 
in the accuracy of that estimate. If it 
is right then Premier Bonar Law might 
look for a fairly long tenure of power, 
relying on Conservative votes alone. 
it is too high he must make the best 
bargain he can with the group most 
willing to work with him. Naturally 
that would be the National Liberals, 
and as to the prospects of Mr. Lloyd 
George's followers there is more differ- 
ence of opinion than about any other 
group. They have nominated 138 can- 
didates and held in the last Parliament 
118 seats, but they are not really look- 
ing for anything like as great a success 
again. Many of their former members 
had been elected by the aid of Conserva- 
tive votes, which now have been turned 
against them, and in addition they have 
to face much more bitter attacks from 
the Asquith Wee Frees. 


Lloyd George May Have Block of 15. 


lf Mr. Lloyd George finds himself at 
the head of a solid block of seventy-five 
members he will probably be realizing 
his highest expectations, and he may 
easily find he has only forty or fifty to 
accept his whip.

I) BEYOND CONTROL 


Enright Suggests a West Side 
Viaduct and Putting Ele- 
vateds Under Ground. 


NOW AT ‘END OF HIS ROPE’ 


He Says the Police Department | 


Can Do No More to Control 
Congestion of Motor Cars. 


Police Commissioner Richard E. En- 
right declared last night at the annual 
dinner of the Fifth Avenue Association 


in the Waldorf-Astoria that the Police | 


Department was ‘‘at the end of its 
rope '’ as regards traffic control under 
present conditions, and that unless im- 
mediate relief was forthcoming the busi- 
ness of the city, which had been devel- 
oped to a great extent by the automo- 
bile, would be handicapped by that ve- 
hicle. He suggested for the consideration 
of the people such steps as the construc- 
tion of an elevated roadway or viaduct 
from the Battery to Fifty-ninth Street; 
the razing of the Sixth and Second Ave- 
nue elevated structures and better plan- 
ning of the constantly growing boroughs 
of Queens and the Bronx. 

““The estimated increase in automo- 
bile traffic this year over last year is 
between 30 and 33 per cent.,’’ Commis- 
sioner Enright said. ‘‘ We are at the 
end of our’ rope under present condi- 
tions. We have cut down sidewalks, 
made one-way streets and formulated 
drastic street regulations, but the situa- 
tion is getting intolerably worse. Some- 
thing must be done at once. 

‘“‘“Take the situation in the Bronx. 
The streets are worse laid out than in 
any other borough, and the congestion 
{s much greater there than in Manhat- 
tan. Brooklyn also was laid out by 
those who did not foresee the future. 
And notwithstanding the lessons of the 
past, Queens is being laid out in the 
old-fashioned way with no set plan con- 
sidering what that borough will be in 
the future. It is time somebody started 
a movement for better planning over 
there, with the idea of making traffic 
better now and in the future. 


Would Abandon Sixth Ay. Elevated. 


‘Among the suggestions which have 

Leen made to me and which I pass on 
{to you is that the Sixth Avenue elevated 
be torn down and put underground. This 
i would open up a thoroughfare, now 
impeded by elevated posts, which would 
jtake part of the overload of Broadway 

and Fifth Avenue. It would result in 
the opening up again of a territory along 
i Sixth Avenue which has gone to seed. 

‘* Second Avenue is the natural outlet 
of the Bronx and if the elevated on that 
thoroughfare was removed it would 
facilitate the movement of traffic.

PARIS, Nov. 14 (Associated Press).— 
| Germany must find some way of getting 
| feed her people during the next year, the 
Reparation Commission learned in its 
investigation in Berlin. 

As this amount is about double the 
present total of paper money in circula- 
tion in Germany, purchase of the grain 
is deemed obviously impossible except 
|through speedy financial rehabilitation 
of the country or food credits from 
abroad. It seems to be generally. taken 
for granted that both the credits and 
the food would have to come from 
America. 

The 800,000,000,000 marks represents 
Germany’s import requirements for the 
next twelve months of 2,000,000 tons of 
grain, the minimum amount thought 
necessary to prevent starvation. Any 
{ attempt to buy this cereal in a foreign 
market would, in the opinion of ex- 


perts, cause a complete collapse of the 
mark, with a serious reaction in the 
exchanges of the other European coun- 
tries. 

The only way in which Germany 
be saved from such a problem, it is de- 
clared, ia by stabilization of. the mark 
at a figure which would restore, in a 
measure, international confidence. 


Look to America for Relief. 

All the allied nations, including France, 
realize the seriousness of the situation 
in Germany, but no European country 
is able to export the needed grain be- 


cause of domestic shortages. There 
a possibility, the experts say, that some 
grain may be had from Russia, but

America is expected to supply virtually | 


all the German needs. 

This food question may serve to hasten 
an agreement among the Allies coneern- 
ing Germany's reparations, although up 
to the present there has been no indi- 
cation that Premier Poincaré has 
changed his mind about the necessity of 
exacting further rigid guarantees as a 
means of compelling the Reich to meet 
its indemnity payments.

Lawyer Says Creditors Will Re-

Publication of the suicide of Jesse A. 
| Wassermann of Wassermann Brothers, 

42 Broadway, was ‘followed yesterday 
| by the appearance of clients of the Stock 
| Exchange firm at the main offices with 
| demands for securities or cash balances. 
|The demands were refused and several 
hours later an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed ag-inst the con- 
;cern, a receiver was appointed and the 
| suspension and failure were announced 
lon the rostrum of the Stock Exchange. 
| A few hints of the last overwrought 
| hours of the 33-year-old broker, son of 
| the late Edward Wassermann, associate 
| of spectacular Wall Street plungers, 
| came to light yesterday. A question- 
{naire submitted by the Stock Bxchange 
was received by the firm recently, it 
was said, requesting information regard- 
ing.its position on the market, whether 
long or short of stock, details of the 
accounts of partners, individuals and 
other information. 

Wassermann, who was the active part- 
ner in the concern, unsuccessfully sought 
a loan of $250,000 over the week-end. 
This would have been sufficient, it is 
understood, to have tided the firm over 
its embarrassment. Wassermann sought 
the loan in two quarters, making one 
request of a client of his firm. No hint 
of the possible consequences of refusal 
was conveyed to the client, otherwise 
the loan would have been forthcoming, 
the man is reported to have said yes- 
terday. 





Young Broker's Funeral. 


Having played his last card, Wasser- 
mann committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the head last Monday in his 
apartment at 29 East Eighty-third 
Street. He gave up all hope of the loan 
twenty-four hours before his reply to 
the Stock Exchange questionnaire was 
due. Had obtained the loan the 
questionnaire showing Wassermann 
Brothers to be on the right side of the 
jledger would have been filed with the 
Stock Exchange at 1 P. M, yesterday. 
At that hour the firm's suspension was 
announced. At about the same hour 
Wassermann’s relatives began gathering 
lfor the funeral services. 
| The petition in bankruptcy was filed

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Important 
amendments to the railroad law known 
as the Esch-Cummins act will be 
brought before Congress within the next 
few weeks, Senator Cummins, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, said today. The Senator 
will confer with President Harding re- 
garding the proposed new legislation to- 
morrow or Thursday. 

Senator Cummins said he would favor 
the incorporation in the law of a clause 
guaranteeing a ‘living wage’’ to rail- 
road employes. A few days ago the 
Railroad Labor Board in Chicago 
handed down a decision in which it 
held that legalizing the so-called “ liv- 
ing wage’ theory might mean the 
bankrupting of many important rail sys- 
tems. It is the view of Senator Cum- 
mins, however, that the living wage 
theory can be put into the law with- 
out in any way affecting the earning 
power of the roadsa

sidered are.gn anti-strike provision and 
the creation of a holding corporation or 
some other agency which wolid hold 
all rail equipment, just as thé Pullman 
Company now controls practitally the 
entire sleeping and parlor car equip- 
ment on all the railroads/in the coun- 
try.

'MEETING TO BE HELD SOON. 


Serious Movement Aims to 
Draft Broad Legisiative Program

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—As a conse- 
quence of the recent elections, plans are 
under way for the formation of a new 
national non-partisan political 
which may lead to the organization of 
a third party for the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1924. A formal statement of 
the objects and plans of the organizers 
will be made in about two weeks. 

Disclosure of the tentative plans will 
be withheld until after the arrival in 
Washington of a larger number of Sen- 
ators and Representatives for the assem- 
bling of Congress in special session on 
Monday. A meeting of the organisers, 
will take place, probably by the end of 
the month, in some other city than: 
Washington, with New York or Chicago 
as the likely selection. One of the pur- 
poses in having the meeting away from 
Washington is to discourage any impres= 
sion that the new group is a legisiative 
bloc. The intention of the founders is’ 
to make it national in scope with lead-' 
ing members taken from all interested i 
organizations outside of as well as inside 
of Congress. ; 


Among those who have been asked 
to join the new movement or ars to, 
be asked are Senators Borah of Id E 
Johnsen of California, La Feliette 
Wisconsin and Norris of Nebraska; 
Senators-elect Howell of Nebraska, Fra~ 
zier of North Dakota, Shipstead of Min- 
nesota, William J. Bryan, Albert 
Beveridge and some prominénit wu 
labor and farmer organization leadérs. 

Hottie of these have expressed thelr 
sympathy with the movement.

The primary purpose in introducing 
bills along the lines of the platform 
adopted at the coming conference is to 
give the public an opportunity to con- 
sider these measures with a view to in- 
corporating them into the platform of 
a third party in 1824, or, if the third 
party idea is deemed inadvisable, 
compel their incorporation in the plat- 
forms of one or the other or both of the 
major political parties. 


No threat is made by the organizers

Campaign Has Been Uneventful. 


LONDON, Nov. 14 (Associated Press). 
—The most uneventful British election 


campaign in modern time and also the! 
most orderly—for there has been but) 
little of the usual accompaniment of dis- 
orderly or interrupted meetings—came to 
an end tonight with the leading figures 
in the struggle engaged in speechmaking 
up to the last moment. 

The campaign has been unIque, in that 
there is no great clear-cut question be- 
fore the public. Therefore the electors 
who will record their votes tomorrow 
must be in a puzzled mood, for not only 
is there no outstanding issue, but in 
the present perplexing divided condi- 
tion of the political parties they cannot 
base their decisions on mere party predi- 
lectiona. 

The election canvaassers confess them- 
selves hopelessly unable to make fore- 
casts on account of the unprecedented 
reticence of the electors concerning 
their preferences. This is usually at- 
tributed to the desire to hide their senti- 
ments, but it more likely is due to the 
fact that the electors themselves are 
unable to express an opinion. where there 
are no plain issues. 

If the elections themselves have not 
greatly excited the country, there is 
almost unprecedented curiosity to know 
the results of the polling, which begfns 
at 8 o'clock tomorrow morning, closing, 
in most cases, at 8 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, but in many of the urban districts 
at 9 o'clock, in order to give the work- 
ers ample time to vote. 

In more than half the constituencies 
the ballots will not be completely 
counted or announced until Thursday, 
but the figures from more than 200 con- 
stituencies will be declared Wednesday 
night between 9 o'clock and midnight. 
These should be sufficient to give a good 
indication of how the country is going, 
more especially as these announcements 
will include some rural districts, as well 
a8 urban constituencies. The complexion 
of the new Parliament, however, will 
not be definitely known until Thursday. 

London will be a wey and exciting city 
until long after midnight tomorrow: 
excitement promises to be high at pollit- 
ical clubs, while hotels and restaurants 
are preparing special] election dinners 
and suppers. erhaps what is being 
decided, above all, in the polling booths 
tomorrow is whether Great Britain shall 
return to the party system in politics, 
or follow most of the European countries 
in the adoption of a group system. 


Tories Depend on Rural Votes, 


Premier Bonar Law and his adherents 
profess great confidence in the return 


of thelr party with a working majority, 
but this confidence is not eared ys 


other quarters. It is based to a large 
extent on the belief that the rural voters 
will, as in the past, remain true to Con- 
servative traditions. This, however, is 
one of the uncertainties of the election. 
The exigencies of the war gave agri-

LONDON, Nov. 14.—Ex-Premier Lloyd 
George sent tonight a special message 
to Scotland. It read: 

‘“‘T hope my friends in Scotland, both 
men and women, will turn out to vote 
for the candidates who are opposing 
socialism as laid out In the manifesto 
of thé Labor Party. I am looking for- 
ward to a return to the new Parlia- 
ment of men of progressive ideas as a 
bulwark against reaction on the one 
hand and revolutionary experiment on 
the other.”’

WANT SOLDIERS’ AID UNIFIED 


Harding, Sawyer and White Renew 
Conferences. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The two 
Federal advisory boards on the care 
of disabled former service men -the 


Board of Consultants on Hospitaliza- 
tion, headed by Dr. William C. White 
of Pittsburgh, and the Federal Board 
for Hospitalization, of which Brig. Gen. 
Charles E, Sawyer is Chairman—met 
with President Harding at the White 
House tonight in a second conference 
designed to harmonize the soldier re- 
habilitation program. The first con- 
ference, held last night, was devoted 
solely to a general discussion. of the 
soldier hospital program. 

The President, it was said today at 
the White House, hopes to bé able to 
announce shortly as a result of the con- 
ferences that the ihospital program has 
been harmonized and that a deficit in 
the funds necessary for carrying out 
the program has been avoided. 

The board headed by Dr. White, 
which was appointed by Secretary Ael- 
lon, has acted in an advisory capacity 
to the Treasury in the expenditure of 
the $18,600,000 appropriated in the first 
Langley act. The board of which Dr. 
Sawyer is Chairman has been acting 
in a general advisory capacity both 
to the Treasury and to the Vetsrana’ 
Bureau, which was entrusted with the 
expenditure of the appropriation of $17,- 

000 authorized under the second 
Langley act. 

One of the questions understood to 
have been presented to the two boards 
for agreement is the number of hos- 
itals that will be needed. Funds have 

en provided by Congress for thirty- 
one hospitals, but a question has arisen 
in the minds of some of those handling 
the hospital program whether all of 
these will be needed.

CONSTANTINOPLE IS QUIET 


Kemalists Concede Allies’ Right to 
Police Control Over Their 
Own Nationals.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—Arrangements 
have been completed for a full prelim- 
inary consultation on the Near Eastern 
situation, before the Lausanne confer- 
ence meets, of Lord Curzon, Premier 
Poincaré end Premier Mussolini, and 
there is a distinct feeling of relief in 
British official quarters. It is believed 
now that the Western powers will be 
able to present a united front to the 
Turks at Lausanne and that Ismet 
Pasha will find it impossible to drive 
any wedges between the allied plenipo- 
tentiaries. 

The situation began to clear up with 
the interview which Lord Hardinge, the 
British Ambassador in Paris, had with 
M. Poincaré yesterday afternoon. The 
French Premier then expressed the 
@mazement with which he had read in 
the English newspapers stories of dif- 
ferences between London and Paris. He 
was, he declared, entirely in favor of 
united action toward the Turks, and he 
Was as anxious as Lord Curzon for a 
consultation preliminary to the Lau- 
@anne conference if it could be brought 
about. 


He also explained that, though he 


would be obliged by courtesy to receive 
Ismet Pasha if he came to Paris, he 
would certainly not discuss the Near 
Eastern situation with him. M. Poin- 
caré, moreover, assured Lord Hardinge 
that if Rafet Pasha made any attack 
upon the allied troops in Constantinople 
French forces would be found fighting 
side by side with their British comrades.

Notes to Be Exchanged First. 

Meanwhile, Count de Saint-Aulaire, 
the French Ambassador in London, was 
conveyinf much the same information to 
Lord Curzon, with the result that it 
was decided that the preliminary con- 
sultations must be in writing. They are 
to be initiated by the British Foreign 
-Office drawing up a list of topics which 
mare likely to come up at Lausanne and 
submitting it, with the British sugges- 
tions about each of them, to the Quai 
d'Orsay. 

At the same time the new Italian Am- 
bassador to London, the Marquis della 
Torretta, is expected to reach here as 
quickly as possible and to lay before 
Lord Curzon the views of the Mussolini 
Government. In this way it is hoped 
that the positions assumed by the three 
Western powers on all points wil be 
roughly blocked out, and that Lord 
Curzon and Premiers Poincaré and 
Mussolini will have all the necessary 
data before them when they meet.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—Rafet Pasha, the Na- 
tionalist Governor of Constantinople, to- 
day conceded in principle the right of

“One group of fifty orphans arrived 
yesterday from the mountains.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—In a speech at 
Oldham today in support of Sir Edward 
Grigg, one of his former private sec- 
retaries, ex-Premier Lloyd George re- 
ferred to the International situation. 

‘The empire,’’ he said, ‘‘ is more im- 
portant than ever to Britain, the world 
and humanity. Britain is a very small 
country, but a very great country, 
planted in the ocean, with seas ringing 
her round like a great moat round a 
towering castle, to kcep watch over 
Europe. She has done it for genera- 
tions. Follow the course of history and 
you will find that the finger of Britain 
has pointed out the wrong and the arm 
of Britain has righted {t. The liberties 
of Europe and the world depend more 
upon the concentrated power, courage, 
energy and idealism of this little island 
than upon any or all the countries of 
Europe put together.’’ 

Then the ex-Premier referred to the 
Near Eastern crisis and said: 

“The Government {s engaged In dif- 
ficult operations. No one knows the dif- 
ficulties more than I, and how very 
dangerous is the path. I will say no 
word to increase these difficulties. Re- 
cent events have more than justified the 
attitude which the late Government 
adopted. It was an atticude of firmness 
and resolution, dependent not merely 
upon dispatches and words but upon 
firm action. I trust the present Gov- 
ernment will take a firm and resolute 
line and see that the policy which ter- 
minated in the pact of Mudania fs car- 
ried out at all costs. Otherwise the re- 


sult will be disaster to our prestige in 
the East and disastrous to the pence of 
Europe. If we insist upon a just and 
fair peace In the East you will have 
peace in Europe and be able to build 
up prosperity.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Officlal an- 
nouncement was made at the State De- 
partment today that Ambassador Rich- 
ard Washburn Child, American diplo- 
matic representative in Rome, and Jo- 
seph G. Grew, American Minister to 
Switzerland, would be the American ob- 
servers at the Lausanne conference. 
Rear Admiral Mark L. Bristol, Amer- 
ican High Commissioner in Constanti- 
nople, will be an associate observer and 
will be so designated, because he will 
divide his time between Lausanne and 
Constantinople. It is assumed here that 
the conference will begin Nov. 20, al- 
though the exact date for the opening 
{s not officially known in Washington. 

It was stated today that complete de- 
tails with respect to American policy 
toward the conference had been com- 
municated in confidenttal instructions 
to the American observers. Officials 
declined to comment teday on those in- 
structions, but they follow the general 
lines laid down in Secretary Hughws’s 
recent aide-mémoire to the British, 
French and Itallan Governments. These 
include an exprebsion favorable to the 
freedom of the Dardanelles, protection 
of religidus and racial minorities, In- 
sistence upon American rights under 
the capitulation agreements and insist- 
ence upon the open door, or freedom 
of commercial and business opportunity 
in the Near East. 

Vice Admiral Andrew T. Long, com- 
mander of the American forces in Lu- 
ropean waters, is expected to arrive 
at Constantinople on the cruiser Pitts- 
burgh soon. Though Admiral Long out- 
ranks Admiral Bristol in sea command, 
the status of Bristol as High Commis- 
sioner will not be affected by Long’s 
senior rank, though it is thought lHxely 
that he will serve as American repre- 
sentative at Constantinople in the ab- 
sence of Bristol.

by the big navy policy of the Kaiser and 
Admiral Tirpitz. 

One of its most interesting revelations 


is the Emperor's own account in a 
letter to Prince von Btilow of how he 
snubbed Sir Charles Hardinge, who, in 
the suite of Kjng Edward during the 
latter’s visit to Kronberg Castle, sug- 
gested limitations of naval construc- 


tion. This is what Wilhelm, proudly 


quoted by himself, said to the British | 


representative: “Your material is 
wrong. I am an Admiral of the British 
fleet, which I know thoroughly. I un- 
derstand the affair better than you. 
You are a civilian, and therefore don’t 
understand anything about it.” 

In reply to a letter from Prince von 
Btilow pleading for his support for a 
policy of agreement, Wilhelm wrote: 
“‘The English have nothing to say to 
our naval program. It must be car- 
ried out.’’ 

Hamman describes how in the face of 
continued opposition bythe Emperor and 
Tirpitz, Btilow ‘‘ abandoned his battle 
for an understanding with England.’’

By that power Lenin rules. By it 
alone, For -he lacks Trotzky’s elo- 
quence and magnetism, Radek’s persua- 
siveness and Zinovif'’s grim enthu- 
siasm. And, unlike Western demagogues, 
he never seek to flatter an audience or 
appeal to their preferences and emo- 
tions. His authority is based on the 
more solid foundation of greater brain 
power—sebter judgment, deeper reason- 
ng, truer analysis of facts. 


Likened to “Grand Lunar.” 


Lenin closely resembles the Grand 
Lunar of Wells’s romance whose au- 
thority was questioned because his in- 
telligence was radically superior.

Hernandez, Who Has Surrendered, 
Fought for Family Revenge. 


DURANGO, Mexico, Nov. 14.—General 
Rosalio Hernandez, whose status as a 
rebel General had more of a personal 
than political significance, according to

surrendered and has received amnesty 
from the Federal Government. He has 
returned to private life at Santa Rosa- 
lia, Chihuahua, 

General Hernandez: revolted with a 
few followers last Spring, and when 
the late Francisco Murgula entered the 
field he affiliated with the revolu- 
tionary leader. Murguia was accom- 
panied by Hernandez before Murguta’s 
recent capture and execution. 

Early one morning last Spring, two 
sons of Hernandez were returning from 
a dance and were so boisterous that in- 
habitants of Santa Rosalia were awak- 
ened and complained to the police, ‘ac- 
cording to friends of Hernandez. The 
Hernandez boys objected to interfer- 
ence in the revels and a fight ensued, In 
which both were killed and their mother 
wounded, the fighting being carried to 
the Hernandez home, it was reported. 

The General complained to Governor 
Ignacio Enriguez and President Obre- 
gon that his family was threatened with 
extermination by personal enemies. The 
slayers of his sons not being punished, 
Hernandez entered the _ revolutionary 
lists. He fought only one battle, and 
that was in Coahuila, when General J. 
Gonzalo Escobar routed his band, killing 
several officers and men. 

The deaths of Generals Murguia and 
Juan Carrasco left Hernandez as the 
probable leaders of rebels in the North.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—At the present time 
the prospects of the financial and eco- 
nomie conference at Brussels may be 
said to be poor. In fact, the conference 
may not be held.

the French revamp their reparations 
policy. 

The original purpose of the Brussels 
conference, first fixed for November or 
December, was to try to arrange 
European financial conditions and inter- 
national indebtedness in a more definite 
manner, the issue of German reparations 
being the pivot. 

But the Reparation Commission, 
after going to Berlin to see what ar- 
rangement would be made for payments 
the next several years, has come back 
with nothing; in fact less than nothing, 
for it brought back Germany's demand 
for a three or four years’ moratorium | 
and a request for a $100,000,000 loan. 
Under those conditions and in view of 
the interior situation of Germany it is 
considered rather a poor time to figure 
on reparations.

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MUSSOLINI TO DEAL 
FIRMLY WITH CHAMBE. 


It May Last ‘Two, Days or. Two 


Years’—Going to Lausanne 
to Meet Premiers. 


ROME, Nov. 14. (Associated Press).— 
Premier Mussolini gave the Council of 


Ministers today a broad outline of the 
speech which he will deliver when the 
Chamber of Deputies reconvenes on 
Thursday. 

‘The present Parliament may last 
two days or two years. The whole mat- 
ter rests with itself,’’ the Premier told 
his colleagues. 

Normally the Chamber lasts two or 
more years. Mussolini's reference to 
‘‘two days”’ is interpreted on all sides 
as meaning dissolution should the Cham- 
ber vote against the present Govern- 
ment. . ~ 

The financial and economic restoratfon 
of Italy, a point on which the Premier 


dwelt emphatically as. uppermost in his 


mind, could not be carried out, he de- 
clared, with the Chamber divided into 
little groups and parties. Concerning 
foreign policy, he was of the opinion 
that Italy should ‘‘ do nothing for noth- 
ing.’’ He was prepared to help along in 
every way the general good, but Italy 
itselE must not be overlooked, and 
should share in the returns. 

The Premier will g6 to Lausanne, not 
as a member of the Italian delegation, 
but simply. to meet the British and 
French Premiers, discuss the genera] sit- 
vation and examine the territorial, 
reparations and raw materials ques- 
ti \ 

Relative to the full powers which Mus- 
solini will ask the Chamber to grant him 
for the execution of bureaucratic re- 
forms and reorganization of the fiscal 
position of the country, he will explain 
{n the Chamber that this is not in any 
way intended as a slight to Parliament, 
but simply that he wants blanket au- 
thority to proceed with plans and re- 
forms, which otherwise would have to be 
voted piecemeal and would require years 
te: complete, and perhaps would never be 
accomplished. s 

The Premier desires such full powers 
until Dec. 31, 1923. He will then under- 
tuke to come before the Chamber in 
March, 1924, and lay before it what has 


been done. 


Officers’ Committees Which Opposed 
Cabinet Are Dissolved. 


MADRID, Nov. 14 (Associated Press). 
——Premier Sanchez Guerra, at the open- 
ing session of the Coftes today, read a 
decree dissolving the officers’ commit- 
tees. The decree was received with 
rounds of applause from the Deputies. 

A proposal, signed by all the Liberal 
leaders, demanding the dissolution of 
the committees and requesting that pre- 
cautions be taken against a renewal of 
the causes which led to their formation, 
was read in the Chamber. The proposal 
provides-for a new system of army pro- 
motions in return for” services of ex- 
traordinary. merit, and, in addition, the 
granting of medals and other decora- 
tions to soldiers for valor. If it is en- 
acted, the old method of advancement 
of officers only through the seniority 
rule, which has been demanded by the 
committees, would ™be abolished. 

A royal order will appear tomorrow 
morning placing Colonel Millan Astray, 
founder of the Spanish Foreign Legion 
in Morocco, on the lst of officers await- 
ing employment. Meanwhile his name 
will be removed from the roll of officers 
of the Foreign Legion until a decision 
is reached regarding his request to be 
permitted to resign. 


The Spanish officers’ committees were 
formed during the World War by the 
infantry in protest against aspersions 
of the Government regarding the weak- 
ness of the army. The cavalry, artillery 
and engineer officers later came into 
the organization, which intervened in 
politics with a view to strengthening the 
army in all its branches, in opposition 
to the Government's desires in this. re- 
spect. The committees have contended 
vigorously against what were called in- 
discriminate promotions of men over 
the heads of senior officers in the ser- 
vices.

Calls Nationalization Disastrous. 


‘‘ Nationalization would be a social 
and economic disaster,’’ drafts of the 
report say. ‘‘ Free operation would re- 
construct the vicious practices of thirty 
years ago. The present transportation 
act possesses many constructive features 
and some weakness. It was the result 
of compromises in many particulars, and 
these very compromises are some of its 
weakest points." 

Failure of the carriers to earn the 
amounts provided under the .act as a 
fair return, Mr. Hoover asserts, dis- 
proves the ‘‘ current fiction ’’ that earn- 


ings are ‘‘ guaranteed,’’ while the re- 
capture provision, whereby earnings 
above 6 per cent. would be turned oyer 
to the Government to be loaned to, rail- 
roads, would not seem. to extend to 
those ‘‘ anaemic carriers’’ who are un- 
able to give the Government the color 
of assurance of repayment through their 
own inability to produce earnings.

Detectives who saw the diary said 
that they had examined it under a 
magnifyifg glass and found that the 
pencil marks with which the Sept. 9 
notation had been mate were covered 
with flyspecks and smudges, convincing 
them that the entry had been made cn 
the date given, and that it was not a 
fraudulent attempt to offset Mrs. Rus- 
sell’s story. j 

According to the detectives, Mrs. Gib- | 
son keeps the diary on a calendar about | 
10 by 14 inches on the wall of her living 
room. Most of the entries are about the | 
birth of litters of pigs, eggs collected | 
from her chicken yard, visits of neigh- 
bors and so on. Some of the notations 
dealt with the sare of corn fodder to, 
Mrs. Russell on credit. According to 
the authorities, they have learned that 
there had been bad feeling between the 
two women for some time because of} 
unpaid debts and damage done to their 
rroperty by each other's live stock. 
Whether the diary ‘included any entry 
under date of Sept. 14 to corroborate 
Mrs. Gibson's story of what she saw 
that night at the Phillips farm the de 
tectives refused to say. Mr. Pfeiffer.

ment: 

‘It seems strange tnat this calendar 
diary of Mrs. Gibson’s was not men 
tioned before, when it might have given 
the authorities such valuable informa- 
tion as to just what did happen the 
night of Sept. 14.”’

IN AIRPLANE CRASH 


His Companion, a “Nephew of 
Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Badly Injured, 


MACHINE TAKES NOSE DIVE 


Too Near the Ground When Engine 
Stalls for Aviators to Re- 
‘cover Control. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 14.—Lieutenant 
Edwin G. Shrader was instantly killed 
and Lieutenant Francis A. March was 
badly injured today when their alr. 
Plane crashed at Logan Field, near 
here. Each was a West Point gradu- 
ate and in the Army Alr Service. Both 
were members of the Third Army Corps 
football team and were stationed at Fort 
Howard in preparation for the Army- 
Marine game here on Dec, 2. 

The two men had been aloft about 
two hours when, about fifty feet ebove 
the earth, their engine stalled and the 
plane went into a nose-dive. 


Lieutenant March is a nephew of Uen- 


eral Peyton C, March, former Chiof of 
Staff of the Army. He 1s attached 
to the Edgewood Arsenal. Licutenant 
Shrader came here recently from Fort 
Sill, Oklahoma. 

The accident was witnessed by a score 
ef the victims’ brother officers, who 
were beside the plane in a moment after 


it struck the earth, a complete wreck. 


They quickly extricated the young offl- 
cers and hurried them in an ambulance 
to the Camp Holabird Hospital. Lieu- 
tenant Shrader was dead when picked 
up. 

Lieutenant March was still conscious, 
He was resting easily tonight, and the 


surgeons in an official bulletin stated 


that he would recover, He suffers from 
shock and facial injuries. He had @ 
deep cut diagnally across his face, 
through the nose and ending below the 
left eye. It is supposed that he was 
thrown against the windshield of un- 
breakable glass and that his face was 
cut in that manner,

6 A, March, who is a professor at 

ayette College, arrived here this eve- 
ni to see his son. 

Lieutenant Shrader was an expert 
flier. Lieutenant March, a classmate df 
Shrader, went up with him this morn- 
ing as his guest while the aviator per- 
formed the usual routine of aerial train- 
ing required by the regulations. The 
plane, under Shrader’s guidance, was 
seemingly about to descend, as it had 
been describing long circles, each suc- 
cooing one bringing it closer to the 
ground.

The plane, moving too fast to admit a 
safe landing, and too near the ground to

Guests in the annex to the Hotel Bres- 
ln fled from the building last night 
when a fire started in the five-story 
loft building at 12 West Twenty-ninth 
Street, next door on the east.

by. the public in the suburban districts.”

STATES OPPOSE COAL TAX. 


Nine in Supreme Court -Argue 
Against Pennsylvania Duty. 


WASHINGTON, Nov.* 14.—Pennsyl- 
vania’s ad valorem tax ‘on anthracite 
coal, challenged by nine States and held 
by counsel] opposing it to be of yital in- 
terest to all consumers of fuel, was at- 
tacked in the. Supreme. Court today in 
a case brought by Roland C. Heisler 
against the Thomas Colliery Company 
and officials of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Louis Marshall, counsel for 
Hetsler; will be followed tomorrow by 
Attorney General Alter and Deputy At- 
torney General Collins of Pennsylvania 
in behalf of the State, and Attorney 
General Allen of Massachusetts for New 
York,. New. Jersey, Delaware and the 
New England States, which were per- 
mitted to file a brief and be heard in 
oral argument. 

Mr. Marshall contended that the tax 
violated the equality clause of the Four- 
teenth Amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution and the commerce clause of the 
Constitution in that it imposed a. re- 
straint on interstate transportation. He 
pointed out that 70 per cent. of the an- 
thracite produced in Pennsylvania was 
sold outside that State, which caused the 
nine States to join in opposing the tax. 

Justice Brandeis suggested that the tax 
raised’ thé ‘question’ Whether a State 
might tax cigarettes and not cigars, but 
Mr. Marshall did not consider such a 
condition analogous, because many. per- 
sons smoked cigars who did not and 
would not use cigarettes. 


TO DECIDE CRONKHITE CASE. 


Daugherty to Correlate Evidence 
From Various Points. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 14.—Decision 
will be reached by tha Department of 
Justice by the end of this week, it was 
said officially today, as to its action in 
the cases arising from the death at Camp 
Lewis, Washington, in 1018, of Major 
Alexander Cronkhite, son of Major Gen- 
eral Cronhite. 

United States Attorney Ravetle of 
Seattle, who was instructed by Attor- 
ney General Daugherty to come to 
Washington with all records’ obtalned 
by his office pertaining to the case, 
is now in New York conferring with 
United States District Atorney Huay- 
ward. Mr. Ravelle is expected to re- 
turn here Friday or Saturday, possi- 
bly accompanied by Mr. Hayward, so 
that the Attorney General may have 
an opportunity of correlating evidence 
obtained by the Federal authorities in 
the separate investigations on the At- 
lantio and Pacific coasts, 

Charges that the department had 
“vacillated” in its attitude on the 
Cronkhite case were denied today by 
officials, who asserted that throughout 
their purpose had been to follow care- 
fully every engle of what had proved 
to be ‘‘a most unusual affair.’’

One of the richest men in the world, 
declared Judge Goldfogle, had told him

fused, at the conclusion of his speech, 
to reveal the identity of this man, be- 
cause, he said, ‘‘ that would be most-un- 
fair.”"” The only description he would 
give was that ‘‘ he owns one of the most 
Palatial homes in the city.”’ 


Judge Goldfogle characterized the tax 


©n personal property as being ‘‘ crude 
and unscientific,’’ and expressed his be- 
lef that the rate was too high, and that 
the law leads to ‘‘ fraud and chicanery.”’ 


He placed the blame for this condition | 


upon the Albany legislators, and urged 
taxpayers to keep their eyes on the up- 
State legislators at all times.

said Judge Goldfogle, ‘“‘I have heard |

be. One very distinguished and leading 


citizen—I use this phrase in the journal- | 


istic sense—said to me, ‘I owe nothing 
to New York.’ I looked at him with

The rate is entirely too 
high and leads to fraud and chicanery 
and irregularities of every kind. The 
evils spring from Albany.

other portions of the State./ Whenever 
any one went to Albany to protest

He said there was much for taxpayers’ 
organizations to do at present to de- 
crease the budget. One item he men- 
tioned was the money required by the 
Board of Child Welfare. He expressed

1,500 DEAD IN ONE CITY! 


Another Town Completely Disap- 


pears—Scourge of Outlaws Ap- 
pears—Suffering Intense. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 14 (Associated 
Press).—Severe earth tremors in Chile| 
again today shook the Province of Co-! 
quimbo and other places, and 
illuminations were 


strange 
observed. last night 
over the sea off La Serena and at 
Copiapo, adding to the terrors of the 
wtricken populace. 


The shock at La Serena, capital of the 
Province of Coquimbo, occurred at 
eleven o'clock last night, and half. an| 
hour earlier the seaport Constituci6n, 
capital of the Province of Maule, was 
shaken, according to advices received 
here by the National Telegraph. 

Acvices from Antofagasta, filed at 
9:3u last night, said a strong earth- 
‘shyck had just been felt at Taltal, a 
seaport of several thousand population 
only a few miles from Antofagasia. 

Considerable uneasiness 
caused by the prediction of an Argen- 
ting meteorologist that earthquakes 
would be repeated between December 5 
and December 7. 


The Pacific Ocean seems not yet to 
have fully recovered its equilibrium as 
the result of last week's terrific dis- 
turbances, or else there have been some 
hew movements under the ocean bed. 
Antofagasta reports say that yesterday 
the sea ehbbed and then came boomin 
hack upon the shore three times, much 
in the strange manner of the tidal 
waves of last Saturday, 


1,500 Dead in Vallenar. 


Each hour brings further details of 
the great disaster in Chile caused by 
the previous earthquakes and tidal 
Waves of Friday and Saturday last, and 
each new report received from the prov- 
inces which suffered the full force of 
the convulsion adds to the list of dead 
and the enormous damage already re- 
corded. 

Advices this afternoon from Vallenar, 
fin ‘the Province of Atacama, say that 
the total dead recovered thus far at 
that place number 1,500, and that only 
three houses remain standing, while the 
adjoining town of Freirina is in com- 

lete ruins, the casualties not being 

nown. ~ 

An official compilation by the Ministry 
of the Interior based on reports re- 
celved by that department earlier in the 
day, gave the number of dead in six 
towns as 88, and the injured 2,410. 

hese towns were Vallenar, Copiapo, 
Coquimpbo. Huasco, Chanaral and 
¥reirina. This. compilation therefore 
dia not take into account the hundreds 
ef smaller places ithin the radius of 
the earthquake which are virtually shut 
of€ from communication because of the 
breakdown of telegraph lines. 

Twelve hundred miles of the coast- 
line felt in varying degrees the -effects 
of the great tidal waves which followed 
the earth shocks, and for a large pro- 
portion of this distance seaports, 
and villages were inundetcd.

Poiree Was One of the Oldest of 
French Aviators, Obtaining 
License In 1909.

PARIS, Nov. 14,—Lieutenant Edmond | i 


Poiree, principal pilot for the firm of | 
Caudron, was killed today with two 
mechanics while flying in the Grand 
Prix de Paris test for transport air- 
planes. At the time of the accident he 


was second, behind Boussotrot, in the 


test and had completed 160 kilometers 
of the 600-kilometer course. 

The start had been made from the 
Bourget airodrome, and when Potree 
did not* complete the fifth circuit an 
airplane was sent out over the course 
in search of him, Flying. low through 
the misty: morning the observer on board 
saw in a field some distance from Bour- 
get the crumpled wreck of an airplane, 
toward which peasants .were hurrying 
from the surrounding fields. 

What had happened was apparent 
when the scene of the accident was 
reached. One of the rear propellers had 
split in midair and had torn through 
the tall of the machine, smashing the 
canvas and frame and hurling the 


broken plane to the earth. Some frag- 
ments of the broken plane were found 
250 feet from the pace where the ma- 
chine fell, thrown there by the force of 
the propeller. Courcy, one of the me- 
chanics aboard, was still alive when 
found, but the others, BobilHer and 
Poiree, had both met instantaneous 
Aeath, 

Polree was one of the oldest pilots in 
France. He obtained a flying license in 
1909 and before the war had earned a 
wide reputation. In 1913 he flew to Rus- 
sia and was engaged in instruction 
there when the war broke out. Unable 
to reach home, he engaged asa volunteer 
in the Russian Army. He and his air- 
plane were at times almost ‘the ‘total 
strength of the Russian alr force on the 
front, and his services were of the high- 
est importance. 

Courcy and Bobiliier, the mechanics 
killed with him, were the principal me- 
chanios -of the firm of Caudron. . All 
three men had been close friends. 

Boussotrot was the only competitor to 
complete the course for the Grand Prix, 
covering the 600-kilometer distance in a 
Farman plane in four hours and seven 
minutes.

FIELD MARSHALL BEATEN, 





English-Bred Horse Bows to W. H. 
Moore’s Melancthon in Saddle 
Class—Personality Scores. 


A twenty-year-old army campaigner | 
carried off the chief honors open to the 
army at the National Horse Show yes- 
terday,. when the aged. bay gelding, De- 
ceive, with Major J. A. Barry in -the 
saddle as he sailed perfectly over the 
obstacles, carried off the much-coveted 
Beresford Challenge Cup, presented by 
Colonel Lord Decies, 
that comparatively few witnessed the 
triumph of the beloved veteran of the 
string from the Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, Kansas. 

This was the last number on the card | 
of the afternoon session of the second 
day of the thirty-seventh annual show 
in the Squadron A Armory at 94th 
Street and Park Avenue. The afternoon! 
classes had been prolonged by the hard | 
competition in- various events, neces- 
sitating more than usual careful judg- | 
ing, and it was past 6 o'clock when the! 
forty candidates for the challenge trophy | 
began their jumping, one by one. The | 
boxes and reserved chairs had been 
emptied long before the final test among | 
four of the best contenders in the class | 
were called for still further trial. After- | 
noon had become evening; society had | 
departed to dress for dinner and the) 
evening session. about the ring hung 
a few of the ever-present railbirds, | 
while in the club enclosure was a knot | 
of army officers, augmented from time 
to time as those tn the ring finished 
their test. 

Four had remained after the pre- 
liminary weeding-out process, and it 
was a contest between the United States 
Military Academy at West Point and 
the Cavalry School at Fort Riley, each | 
having two representatives still in the | 
ring. The former had the chestnut 

elding, Pleasanton, and the bay geld- 
ng, General Wood, both of which. had 
given almost faultless performances in 
their preliminary trials. For the Cav- 
alry School there wag left only Deceive 
and the chestnut gelding, Sandy, neither 
of which had scored in other events in|} 
which they had competed this week. 
Moreover, the Cavalry School's stars, 
Moses and Raven, placed first an@ sec: | 
ond in the open jumping competition 
the first day, had been eliminated in| 


their trials, both having just failed at| 
perfect scores. 





Deceive in Fine Form. 


The class, as a whole, had given a re- 
markably fine exhibition of jumping in 
the first round, but the performances in 
the final were not up to what the con- 
testants had first shown. Leonard | 
Wood, first over the double circuit of 
four obstacles, hit the top of the gate 


on one of his rounds. Sandy went de- 
cidedly off form, hitting three of his 
fences, while Pleasanton also cracked 
the top of the gate with one of his fore 
feet. Deceive was the last to go. Over 
the brush .and the post and rails he 
Sailed, and then over the gate and the 
stone wall without a falter or a touch. 
The second time around he fairly soared | 
over the obstacles, and then for good | 
measure, seeing he had the prize al- 
ready won, Major Barry sent him} 
: round the third time, and his work was 
just as clean as before—he was just 
reveling in his work. 

When the blue was pinned in Deceive’s 
‘bridle there was a regular old army 
whoop from the group of regular army 
men {fn the stand as they jumped down 
to congratulate the rider and give the 
old campaigner a hearty slap of appre- 
ciation of his good work. Pleasanton 
was placed second, Leonard Wood third 
and Sandy fourth, so the two branches 
split even in the prizes. 

Deceive is twenty years old and is a 
gure bred, although no one knows his 
breeding. He has been at the army 
school eighteen years, or ever since he 
was a two-year-old. He represented the 
United States at Stockholm, when the 
army won third, and was again chosen 
on the team to represent this country at 
the Olympics at Antwerp. He went lame 
over there, however, and was unable to 
show. 

It was in the preliminary trials that 
the most dangerous fall of the show to 
date brought the remaining spectators 
to their feet. The brown gelding, Jack- 
snipe, also in the Cavalry School string, 
was making his second round of the 
obstacles. At the last jump, the stone 
wall, he took off very short and crashed | 
through the barrier. Captain Rinaldo 
L. Coe, who had the mount, hadn't a 
chance to save himself and went down 
under his horse’s neck in a shower of 
wooden blocks. Jacksnipe rolled com- 
pletely over, but fortunately Captain 
Coe was just clear of him, and _his| 
mount stepped over him as he scrambled | 
to his feet. Captain Coe was able to} 
stand after being assisted to his feet | 
and after a little while left the ring | 
without having sustained anything 
worse than a severe shaking. 

The defeat of Leonard Wood was a 
blow to the Military Academy, as was} 
the elimination of Raven to the Cavalry | 
School, for both of these horses had | 
previously won a leg on the trophy, and} 
a victory yesterday would have gained} 
permanent possession. The Beresford | 
Challenge Cup is competed for annually | 
at the National Horse Show by officers 
of the United States Army or militia. 
Only officers’ or Government horses can 
compete. They are ridden by officers tn 
uniform over the course, twice around, 
the jumps being a brush hurdle, a post 
and rails fence, a gate and a stone wall.

Melancthon Beats Field Marshall. 

All eyes were focused on the rejuvenat- 
ed Field Marshall, O. W. Lehmann’s 
famous bay gelding; when he appeared 
in the ring last evening to compete in 
the class for harness horses over 14.2 


and not exceeding 14:1. He was to meet 
the best in the strings of William” H. 
Moore, the Montpeller Farm of William 
du Pont and A. W. Atkinson of Mer- 
echantviile, N. J., and Franklin B. Jour- 
dean of Roslyn, L. I. Field Marshall was 
brought over here last year by Mrs. 
James Putnam after sweeping every- 
thing before him in England and was 
expected to clean up handsomely at the 
National. He failed, however, in his 
quest of .show ring honors, and was 
bought by Mr. Lehmann for $12,000, the 
Milinois horseman having faith that Field 
Marshall would come back. He did this 
year, after a long rest, sweeping up at 
South -Shore and Rochester. 

Last night, however, Field Marshall 
egein failed in the Armory ring, his} 
eolors being lowered to Mr. Moore’s 
brewn gelding Melancthon. Field Mar- 
shall was second, the Montpelier Farm's 
Montpelier Corinne taking third and Al. 
W. Atkinson's bay mare, Dragon Fly, 
being placed fourth. The class attracted 
the closest of attention and the victory 
of Mr. Moore was received with unstint- 
ed applause, ; 

For the first time in the history of the 
National Horse Show a challenge cup 
was in competition last evening among 
draft horses. This’ was the trophy 
valued at $250 presented by the Axle 
Valve Company, Inc., of New York. 
Added money prizes were $100, $75; $50 
and $25. The trophy, offered for pairs 
not under 15 hands, weight not to. ex- 
ceed 2,800 pounds, must be won twice by 
the same owner to become his permanent 
property. Horses counted 75 per cent. 
and wagon, harness, equipment and driv- 
ing 25 per cent. Sixteen pairs of draft 
horses entered the competition, which

GAMBLERS’ NAMES 
ARE BLACKLISTED 


State Commission Starts Cam- 
paign to Kill Bettors’ Influ- 
ence in Boxing. 


The first gun in the crusade of the 
State Athletic Commission to rid profes- 
sional boxing of the menace of unscru- 
pulous gamblers was fired yesterday by 


Chairman Willlam Muldoon, at the 
board’s weekly meeting. Muldoon in- 
structed members of four leading local 
clubs in methods of preserving the sport 
against the danger ¢hat threatens if the 
gamblers are permitted to continue their 
activities unmolested. Attending the 
meeting were Frank BE. Coultry, General 
Manager of Madison Square Garden, 


Commonwealth Sporting Club, and rep- 
resentatives of the Pioneer A. C. 
the Rink Sporting Club, Brooklyn. 

Muldoon informed the club officials of 
the existence of a black list for the 
names of undesirables. Already three 
individuals identified with professional 
sport are onthe list. The club repre- 
sentatives were notified to observe the 
conditions of the list and to bar the 
three men whose names appear thefeon 
from their clubs. Muldoon declined to 
divulge the names of the three men. It 
will be the policy of the com lon, 
he said, to withhold from. publtcation 
the names of the undesirables who may 
be barred in the anti-gambling crusade. 
The names will be sent in confidential 
communications to the various club 
managers. Muldoon added that there 
are several other conspicuous ¢igures in 
gambling circles who are under sur- 
veillance and indicated that the black 
list would be heavly extended. 


Secret Service System, 


and 


Already a system of secret service is 
being organized as an independent arm 


of the commission. Private detectives 
who are unknown to the gamblers have 
been marshalled for this work. They will 
mingle with the so-called ‘‘sure thing”’ 
speculators for the purpose of collecting 
evidence for the commission, working 
for a full day on the date of a bout. 

‘* We have had two secret service nen 
working since the bout between Britton 
and Walker,’’ said Muldoon. ‘' These 
operatives are changed from time to 
time and their names are known only to 
the commission. They search through 
fight crowds for men who have been 
denied the privilege of attending bouts 
under the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. If any of these men are found the 
club management is notified to 
them removed—ejected bodily, 
sary. In all cases the club will be held 
responsible if it fails to keep out un- 
desirables. 

‘We have enlisted the ald of the 
Police Department in our campaign. De- 
tectives of the regular force, men who 
are familiar with most of the individ- 
uals who are considered to constitute a 
menace to the sport, will be assigned to 
the different clubs to cooperate with the 
commission operatives. In this matter, 
however, I think we can go a little fur- 
ther than can the Police Department. 
The department can act only in case of 
a violation of the law and it is hard to 
catch the gamblers in the act of viola- 
tion. The Police Department must have 
evidénce on which to prosecute and con- 
vict. With our own detectives working 
among. the gamblers, betting with them, 
if necessary, and mingling with them 
through an entire day, it is easier to ob- 
tain evidence which would justify ac- 
tion. And when this evidence is col- 
lected we do not have to make an ar- 
rest. We can throw the objectionable 
figures bodily out of any of our clubs. 

“Tt told the representatives of the 
Garden, Commonwealth, Pioneer and the 
Rink today just what is expected of 
them. f course it will be difficult to 
put our plans into full execution im- 
mediately. But methods will jmprove 
as we progress in our campaign. Box- 
ing will be safeguarded against this 
evil if it rests in the car ae gy com-

Before one of the largest crowds that 
ever witnessed a billiard match in this 
city, Willie Hoppe, former world’s 
champion, last night defeated Bdouard 
Horemansa, the Belgian champion of Hu- 
rope, by a score of 500 to 177 in the third 
game of the Internationa] 18.2 balkline 
billiard tournament in progress in the 
grand ballroom of the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania. Every seat was occupied, and 
there were fully 200 standces, making 
a total of approximately 1,700. The ca- 
pacity gallery saw these two rivals play 
the best match thus far staged in the 


title tourney. Hoppe averaged 55 5-9, 
with a high run of 134, and Horemans 
areggeen 19 6-9, and made a high run 
3 . 


In the afternoon Roger Conti, cham- 
pion of France, defeated Welker Coch- 
ran of San Francisco by a score of 500 
to 876, the winner averaging 29 7-17, 
with a high run of 141, while Cochran 
averaged 222-7 and netted 109 as his 
beat effort. 

Hoppe’s exhibition was by far the best 
of the tournament, so far as it has pro- 
gressed. It was Hoppe in his surest 
stroke. He had complete control of the 
vories almost all the time. His second 
all play for position was as pretty an 
exhibition as has been witnessed since 
George Sutton, the Chicago veteran, 
made an average of an even 100 for 500 
pointe in the tournament of 1906. Had 
t not been for several unfortunate line- 
ups and a bad roll or two, Hoppe would 
have made an even more impressive 
showing than he did. His safetly, too, 
was a strong feature of his playing. Sel- 
dom when he missed did he leave Hore- 
mans much to shoot at. Invariably the 
balls were spread at difficult angles. 


Horemans Misses Opening Shot. 


Horemans won the bank, but missed 
the opening snot. He left the balls 
spread, but Hoppe had gathered them 
on his second shot and proceeded to 
reel off sixteen points at the head of 
the table before he missed a difficult 
two-cushion shot out of the corner. 


Horemans then followed ‘with five, 
which were chiefly open-table shots. 
His stroke was very harsh during this 
session and he was unable to get them 
together. When the Belgian missed, he 
left them spread. It took Hoppe four 
shots to gather them and he seemed 
well on his way to realize materially 
but, after making twenty-five, he failed 
to get the balls out of balk. He had 
been counting so quickly that he appar- 
ently forgot. 

Horemans found the balls fn an fdeal 

sition and worked them slowly along 
he side rail from the head to the foot 
the table. .On his fifteenth shot the 
Belgian had gathered them in the un- 
restricted space in the centre of the 
table and made twenty-five more potnts 
before driving an object ball to a rail. 
He continued his run until he had made 
sixty-two. Then he blew a forced draw. 

Hoppe gathered forty on his third turn 
and two innings later he started a drive 
that produced by far the best billlardc 
seen since the tournament opened. For 
the most part it was close billiards, with 
line nursing playing ‘no minor réle. 
When he finally slipped on a treacherous 
two-cushion carrom out of a corner the 
former champion had counteé 134 and 
hye aig out in front by a score of, 216 
O tz. 

The feature of the run was Hoppe’s 
masterful second ball play. He invari- 
ablv landed perfectly on the second ob- 
fect ball with bis cue ball, and had the 

alls not lined up on him for his one 
hundred and thirty-fifth shot it seemed 
he might have kept on ;shooting indef!l- 
nitely. 

The first seven strokes of the run were 
devoted to gathering the {vories. They 
consisted of a two-cushion shot, followed 

four three-cushion strokes. Then he 
ad them together, and proceeded to 
work them on the short rafl at the bead 
of the table. The balls lined up more 

ften than usual when Hoppe is in p 
feat ntrot of them, bu = had hig 
aaed stroke working, and this pulled 
him out of more tran one tight fix. 


Judgment ef Bpeed Remarkable. 


At the count of 80, Hoppe started 
working the fivories down the table. He 
lost momentary control on his eighty- 
third shot and they were spread, but 
he collected them on the lower rail on 


his next effort. His elghty-sixth stroke 
was a drive and when the first object 
ball returned from the head rail and 
stopped rolling the three spheres could 
have been covered with a hat. It was 
a great exhibition in judgment of speed. 
oppe turned the 100 mark in thirteen 
minutes, a full minute faster than 
Welker Cochran's performance in the 
afternoon when he counted 190 in four- 
teen minutes. 
After Horemans had plucked 10 for 
himself in the sixth round, Hoppe came 
with a collection of 09. two- 
eushion shot again terminated his in-

It finally came to an end when 
he failed to make a comparatively easy 
one-cushion shot.

At 
jleast, this was the opinion expressed 
yesterday by one of the highest baseball 
authorities in this city—a leading fig- 
ure in the sport, a man on the Inside, 
and, incidentally, a man who claimed 
to know what he was talking about. 
; ‘“‘ Ban Johnson is going to take a leaf 
from Charley Ebbets’s book,” said this 
|informant, who asked that his name be 
;not mentioned. ‘‘ You all remember that 
| Icbbets got up in the National League 
; meeting last year and proposed that the 
major leagues boycott the five minor 
|leagues which refused to allow their 
| players to be drafted by the big organi- 
zations. Charley proposed that we 
break off all relations, buy none of their 
players, send none of ours to them for 
seasoning and,-in short, have nothing 
to do with them. 

‘“‘ The National League, of course, re- 
fused to go along with the Brooklyn 
President. Now Johnson is going to try 
to whip the American League club own- 
ers into following the same policy. He 
wants to put the pressure on the minors, 
and that was what he meant when he 
said lately that he has a little bomb 
which he intends to explode in the meet- 
ing here,”

Course in 66—Warning of U. S. 
G. A. Brings Reply From Pros. 


Tommy Kerrigan, golf professional at 
the Siwanoy Country Club, Bronxville, 
who ran third to Jack Hutchinson and 
Roger Wethered in the British open 
championship a year ago, yesterday 
established a new record for his home 
course. Playing in a threesome with Dr. 
and Mrs. J. J. Thomson, the latter one 
of the low handicap players in the wo- 
men’s association, Tommy negotiated the 
course in 66~—32 out and 34 in. This 


figure clipped the old course record, held 
Jointly by himself and Johnny Farrell, 
Quaker Ridge pro., by a single stroke 
and was five stroxes under par. 

Good driving and a streak of phenom- 
enal putting were the features of his 
Play that enabled Kerrigan to establish 
the new mark. On several of the greens 
he was down in a single putt. six or 
seven being on the longish order. He 
was over par figures only twice, once 
at the second hoie, where he took a &, 
and again at the twelfth, where he was 
forced to mark down anotber &.

Pros. Disagree with U. S. G. A. 


Members of the professional golf fra- 
ternity are somewhat “up in arms” 
over the recent warning sent out by the 
Bixecutive Committee of the United 
States Golf Association decrying the 


modern tendency of member clubs and 
sectional associations in offering what 
was termed ‘‘ unusually large purses ”’ 
for the*purpose of inducing pros to com- 
pete in open. tournaments and exhibi- 
tions. 

The pros claim that in proportion to 
the skill required and the time necessary 
to acquire it their return is less than 
that of experts in other lines of pro- 
fessional sport. They also claim that 
even the largest prize awards held, out 
by clubs are insufficient, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that most of the pros are 
forced to defray their own expenses 
while attending tournaments, and that, 
ir the majority of cases, the prize- 
money, even of those finishing well up 
in the list, is insufficient to cover their 
expenses. 

“When one considers the railroad and 
hotel expenses attached to attending a 
tournament, there are few prizes that 
ere large enough to cover the cost,’’ said 
one of the local pros yesterday in com- 
menting on the statement of the U. S. | 
G. A. ‘“* Then, too, another thing must 
be considered and that is that there are | 
only a few prizes in proportion to the 
number of contestants in a tournament 
and that the majority are out of pocket 
as a result. 

*‘Of course it makes little difference 
to the pros who do not belong to the 
playing class of golfers but who devote 
the most of their time to teaching and to 
attending to their duties at their clubs. 
Frowever, we do object to the last para- 
graph of the U. S. G. A. edict, which 
states: 

““*It ts thererore carnestly requested 
that member clubs and sectional asso- 
ciations give this matter their earnest 
consideration, and in the future, when 
contemplating the staging of such tour- 
naments, that the question of moderate 
prize money awards be carefully consid- 
ered, bearlng in mind that if this pas- 
time is allowed to be commercialized by 
the professionals, as in other sports, the 
phenomenal interest now taken by the 
ordinary golfer in the game will be nul- 
lified to a great extent.’ 


Earning Power Short-Lived, 


‘We believe that such a statement 
should not be allowed to go unchal- 
lenged. Making money ig the business 
of a professional. Golf ig his stock in 
trade, and his earning power, so far as 
exhibition work is concerned, is at best 
short-lived, for only the few who are| 
at the top of the profession are drawing 
cards, and then only for the period of 
time that they hold their titles.

THE RAILWAY CAR SHORTAGE. 
The railways are now reporting over 


a million cars loaded with freignt each 
week. That approximates the maxi- 
mum record, and exceeds the record 
of Federal control and operation. 'The 
freight movement increasing so 
rapidly that it promises to reach the 
record of 1918; which was abnormal 
under war stimulus. The railways, 
therefore, are working at something 
like the peak of efficiency. And yet 
there is geyeral complaint of lack,-of 
facilities. There is a deficiency of 
179,000 cars. The defects of the rail- 


way service are so much more keenly 


jappreciated than its excellencies that 
the lawmakers feel that they must do 
something. It is thought that the rail- 
ways would be stimulated if their 


profits were reduced. In fact, anti- 
railway legislation is on the list of 
things calling for the early attention 
of Congress. 

Its consideration may well be given 
to other less conspicuous éacts., There

Could 
there be clearer proof of railway in- 
efficiency? Are the shippers to be 
punished for the shortcomings of the 
railways? Is it to be endured that 
Western shippers should lack cars be- 
cause an unusual quantity of grain 
has been sent to the East? Is it en- 
durable that Eastern shippers should 
be denied cars because so many have 
carried coal to the West? The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Tises to 
the occasion and orders that1,170 more 
“ empties’ be sent than the regula- 
tions require. When the empties earn 
nothing, the inefficiency of the rail- 
ways will strengthen the case against 
them. Then there may be expected 
orders compelling the railways always 
to handle seasonable peak loads at the 
shippers’ summons, It is absurd to 
suggest that the shippers. should 
bring their requirements within the 
rule of reason, and average their 
business. 

The obvious thing to do is to order 
the railways to expend billions for 
more equipment, although already 
they have more than they can move. 
If that inability is due to deficiency 
of tracks, terminals, engines and all 
other facilities, they should be or- 
dered to supply them, regardless of 
cost or the source of the capital. Who- 
ever doubts that orders and laws will 
remedy the troubles of the shippers is 
capable of believing with Secretary 
Hoover that the troubles are due to 
excess of regulation of the railways, 
and that shippers would benefit by al- 
lowing the railways more profit to en- 
able them to borrow funds, and more 
freedom in the use of them. The chief 
sufferers are the shippers. Bad as is 
the condition of the railways, the ship- 
pers lose more money than the crip- 
pled railways.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND POLITICS. 


All reports agree that unemployment 
Gecreased after the war faster in Ger- 
many than elsewhere. Perhaps the 
Germans worked harder because their 
need was greater. Last week’s Berlin 
cables reported for the first time an 
increase 6f German unemployment 
within a month from seven to eight 
per thousand, but added that the in- 
dividual output had doubled, equaling 
the prewar average. The output is 
of greater importance than the per- 
centage of employment among trade 
unionists. Statistics of unemployment 
reckoned on that basis are not trust- 
worthy. For example, the American 
Federation membership in 1921 was 
8,906,528, and last June it was 3,195, - 
635. This decrease of 700,000 is the 
largest in the Federation’s history. In 
England, union membership decreased 
1,290,602 in a year, or 20 per cent. 

The cable reports that in England 
unemployment is increasing.’ The end 
of October figures were 1,337,100, in- 
cluding a weekly increase of nearly 
10,000. Many workers are drawing 
Government money for relief of short 
time or for intervals of idleness. Ac- 
cording to British newspapers, th 
best employed trades are those in 
which reductions have reduced costs 
enough to quicken trade. As&istance 
to the idle can come only from taxes 
on the workers. Thus industry is 
penalized for the relief of those whose 
refusal to work increases the handi- 
cap on the national industries. The 
question of today is more about British 


labor’s political prospects than the 
conditions of employment in propor- 


tlon to membership. In the London 
municipal elections the Municipal Re-

Judges—like law- 
yers—not infrequently do ‘things and 
say things which mere laymen find, 
to put it mildly, hard to understand. 
Curiously enough, however, mere lay- 
men are rarely, if ever, either puzzled 
or offended by decisions of the sort 
that seem to be the chief basis of the 
Bar Association’s demand for a new 
ethical code applying to Judges—deci- 
sions that impose punishments not men- 
tioned in any statute. 

The lawyer mind is hurt by acts which 
it considers extra-judicial and unauthor- 
ized by law. For a sentence to be sus- 
pended if a man will go regularly to 
church for a while, or for a spanking 
to be inflicted on an unruly boy in the 
presence of the Court, or for an often 
guilty breaker of the speed laws to be 
told that to jail he will go if a police- 
man sees him either driving or riding 
in an automobile for a year—such ven- 
tures into what, whether cruel or not, 
certainly is unusual, the Bar Associa- 
tlon would stop as dangerous because 
of opening a door to abuses, 

The new code would restrict the 
Judges to imposing the punishments pro- 
vided by law and no others. It is not 
charged, seemingly, that any particular 
injustice has béen done in this way, or 
any particular wrong inflicted. The 
grievance apparently lies in the uncer- 


tainty thus created as to what a Judge 
can and will do in a given case, the 


letter of the law not enabling the law- 
yer to know just where he and his client 


stand. And lawyers hate nothing like 
such uncertainty as that.

ever are mentioned. Common sense tells 


most people not lawyers or legislators

Fines mean nothing to many offenders; 
imprisonment, while not wholly a failure 
as a deterrent to crime, is lamentably far 
from a complete success, as is. shown 
by the population of every jail; 
though capital punishment 

{is effectual in preventing other murders 
by him on whom it is inflicted, murders 
| still are committed in spite of it. 

Little wonder, therefore, that now and 
then a Judge tries his skill at the inven- 


tlon of some penalty better fitted than 
any of the classic three to solve the 
problem actually before him. He knows, 
indeed, that he can get the offender’s 
acquiescence in such sentences only be- 
| cause he can threaten the punishment 
provided by law as an alternative to sub- 
mission, but this menace commonly i 


sufficient. It was, for instance, in tho 
case of the young man who was banished 
from motor cars for a whole year. He 
has not been arrested for speeding since, 
though the year ended many months ago, 
and it is more than doubtful if either 
fine or imprisonment would have re- 
formed him. 

The power to suspend sentence is a 
wide one. Whether it is well or ill used 
does and must depend on the Judge, but 
nobody thinks of taking it away, and 
that the proposed new code would put an 
end to extra-statutory penalties is high- 
ly questionable—as questionable as that 
anybody except lawyers wants them

TAX ON SURPLUS. 
Not Enforceable Unless Stock Accu- 


mulation Is Unreasonably Large. 
To the Edttor of The New York Times: 


Within the period of a few recent weeks | 


some of the leading corporations, in less 
than a dozen industries, have declared 
stock dividends aggregating in amount 
nearly a billion dollars. Were these dec- 
larations prompted wholly by a feeling 
of apprehension on the part of the cor- 
porations’ Directors over the taxable 
status of the surplus out of which they 
were declared? I think they were not. 

The practice of distributing dividends 
by the issuance of additional capita’ 
stock is not new, but the recent fre- 
quency and volume of such distributions 
seem to have given rise to the impression 
that. they are being made for reasons 
that are new. 

Expansion of the business of a cor- 
poration necessarily involves an increase 
of its working capital. The increased 
working capital is, generally, represented 
in part by current assets and in part by 
fixed assets, the proportions varying ac- 
cording to the nature of the business. If 
the increased working capital was de- 


Tived from accumulated earnings, that | reach 
Borah: 


part thereof which has gone into fixed 
assets, such as buildings and machinery, 
is-no longer available for the payment 
of dividends. A stock dividend declared 
out of accumulated earnings so employed, 
or necessary for, the. financing of the 
increased business, needs no excuse for 
its issuance. It is justifiable because 
it strengthens the financial position of 
the corporation. 

In my opinion, the tax considerations 
for the declaration of stock dividends 
are secondary. But the advantages of 
deolaring stock dividends at this time 
are real and potent ones. A stock divi- 
dend having been held not to constitute 
taxable income to the recipient, it would 
seem to follow that, despite the stock 
dividend, no income-has been distributed. 
On the other hand, if the surplus hag 
in fact been converted into capital stock 
the earnings no longer exist as surplus. 
Any new tax on surplus must, it seems to 
me, be laid on the accumulated earningg 
as surplus of the corporation. A tax 
upon the accumulated income, as income, 
would be an additional income tax, 
again taxing income already subjected 
to taxes in prior periods; and a tax 
thereon, less the distributed income, 
would still be a retroactive income tax. 
I realize that all things are possible in 
the way of tax legislation, but I believe 
that out of respect for business progress, 
on which our national well-being is 
largely dependent, we are through, at 
least for the present (in the absence of 


some serious exigency), with retroactive 
tax legislation. 


Generally defined, the surplus of a 
corporation is the excess of assets over 


the abilities and the capital stock out- 
standing. It would follow, therefore, 
that a tax upon the surplus would affect 
only the balance of surplus after the 


stock dividend is deducted therefrom. 
The Revenue act of 1918 contains a 


provision by which an unreasonably large 


accumulated surplus could be taxed. A 
somewhat similar provision, but consid- 
erably broader in its scope and effect, 
is contained in the 1921 Revenue act. 


now effective. I know of no instance 


wherein either of these provisions has 


been enforced, or where even an attempt 
has been made to enforce them. 

I do not believe there will be any at- 
tempt at an enforcement of these provi- 
sions except in the most palpable cases 


of evasion, as, for example, where a 


corporation has been organized for the 


specific purpose of accumulating income. 
According to the language of the pro- 
vision there can be no enforcement un- 
less the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue certifies that in his opinion the 


accumulation is unreasonable for the 
purposes of the business. 


In cases sufficiently flagrant to come 
law 
it is unlikely that a stock distribution 
of the surplus will be availing to the 
corporation. The only thing that could 
save such corporations is a _ technical 


construction in their favor by the courts 


of language containing this provision of 
the law. 
It is entirely possible that a tax will 


| be laid on stock dividends, as an excise 


tax, for the privilege of issuing stock 
dividends. As an excise tax, however, 
there is little, if any, likelihood of its 
being: retroactive.

GAVE $1,000,000 IN PRIZES 


Diamond-Studded Heavyweight Box- 


Ing Belt Brought Fame—Born 
In Ireland In 1846. 


Richard K. Fox, editor and publMsher 
of The Police Gazette, internationally 


known sporting publication, died at his 
home in Red Bank, N. J., yesterday, 
after a year’s illness. His name was 
known years ago wherever sport was a 
subject of conversation, although his 
intimate friends said that he knew 
nothing of any game or sport, except 
boxing. 

He was born in Belfast, Ireland, in 
1846, and when ho was 12 years old be- 


came an ofice boy of The Banner of | 


Ulster, a religious journal. A few years 
later he went to work in the business 
office of The Belfast News-Letter, and 
remained there twelve years. He wanted 
to own @ newspaper, but whén he saw

Garden in 1874 with $5 in his pocket 
and no friends. 

Three days after his arrival he got 
work in the office of the Wall Street 
Journal, and from the first pay day 
began to gave money.

He 
bought an tnterest in the paper in 1876 
and in other year had become sole 
owner. @ changed its policy and soon 
made it the leading sporting publica- 
tion of the country. 

In order to ‘ables the paper known 
he offered many — for sporting 
events, and it is estimated that he gave 
away more than $1,000,000 in thig way. 
The trophy which became best known, 
however, was the diamond-studded belt, 
emblematic of the world's boxing cham- 
pionship, which cost more than $4,000, It 
was of gold and studded with diamonds, 
emeralds, rubies and sapphires. Jake 
Kilrain first defended it in his bout with 
Joe Smith in England, but John L. Sul- 
livan took it from him in their cele- 
brated battle at Richburg, Miss. Joe 
McAuliffe challenged Sullivan, and 
when Sullivan refused the challenge 
McAuliffe became owner of the belt. 
Frank Slavin of Australia won it from 
McAuliffe. 

Mr. Fox also offered belts for middle- 
weights and lightweights, less gorgeous 
affairs than the heavyweight belt. He 
also gave medals for sculling, football, 
shooting, running, wrestling and every 
other branch of sport. He furnished half 
of the 810,000 stakes for which Paddy 
Ryan fought John L. Sullivan, and put 
up Kilrain’s part of the $20,000 purse 
for which he and Sullivan fought. He 
also offered $25,000 if Sulllvan would 
moet Slavin after the Australian had 
beaten McAuliffe. 

He became a favorite of English 
sportsmen and took part in many o 
the pagel ag of aristocratic patrons of 
the ring and turf in that country. It

“home rule charter” for New York City | 
at a meeting of the commission yester- 
day in the office of Controller Craig in 
the Municipal Building. The commission | 
has been working on the proposition for | 
the last nine months, and it produced a} 
document which the Controller imme- 
diately characterized: as a charter in 
which the “home grows smaller and the 
rule larger.” The Controller frankly 
@tated that his own “ birch bark” char- 
ter which he wrote last Winter will 
have a better chance of being adopted 
by the Legislature. 

The main feature of the proposed} 
charter, so far as the operation of pub-j; 
lic utilities is concerned, is a provision 
for the creation of a non-political com- 
mission of three members to determine 
whether such utilities shoul@ be taken 
over by the city.

Declares Controller Misrepre- 
sents Board’s Plan, Which 


Safeguards 5-Cent Fare. 


ASSURES UNIFIED SYSTEM 


General Shows Provision Made for 
City Ownership Without Po- 


litical Operation. 


The Transit Commission's plan for the 
unification of New York City’s transit 
system was defended yesterday by Gen- 
eral John F. O’Ryan of the commis- 
sion in reply to the speech made by 
Controller Charles L. Craig at a meet- 
Ing of the West End Association Mon- 
day night, in which Mr. Craig attacked 
the commission’s plan and prophesied 
that the commission would be abolished 
and its function taken over by a city 
department, the head of which weuld 
be appointed by Mayor Hylan. Gen- 
eral O’Ryan said: 

“I have read the account which ap- 
peared in this morning's papers of Con- 
troller Craig's review of the traction 
situation. His statement, as reported, 
misrepresents the plan of the Transit 
Commission, and as I believe that the 
fundamentals of this plan are essential 
in a proper solution of the transit prob- 
lem, I seek this opportunity to correct 
Mr. Craig. . 

‘“* Mr. Craig is quoted as saying, ‘ The

ly on Jan. 1, 1926. No emergency seems 
to exist which necessitates interference 
with the existing City Administration, 
and, if proportional representation is to 
be resorted to, it is doubtful whether 
the system can be established, free from 
danger of attack, before an even later 
date.

charged with the control of water dis- 
tribution in the city, or (c) to convert it 
into a department of the City Govern- 
ment. 

“The powers of the Board of Esti- 
mate as to zoning are defined and limit- 
ed in general terms, but the specific de- 
tails of procedure, other than by the 
board itself, are left to its determina- 
tion. 

‘*No provision is made for the re- 
moval of any city officer, except the Po- 
lice Commissioner, by any State au- 
thority. 

‘“‘ Provision is made for an interim 
organization of departments not spe- 
cifically established in the proposed 
charter through the medium of action 
by the present Board of Estimate, but 
no provision is made for any interim 
action by the Board of Aldermen with 
respect to matters over which that 
board will possess jurisdiction after 
Jam.

Hardwick‘as United States Senator ad 
interim following the death of Senator 
Thomas E.' Watson, has made plans to 
be in Washington next Monday when the 
extra session of Congress convenes, she 
said in a statements given out today 
at her home in Cartersville. 

‘“‘ While I have no information other 
than that generally known by the pub- 
lic,’’ she said, ‘‘I feet confident that 
the situation as it now exists, with Sen- 
ator-elect George unable to obtain his 
commission for the time being, will per- 
mit me to be formally and officially 
sworn in next Monday as Georgia’s 
junior Senator. 

“It is my sincere desire to gratify 
the wishes of tens of thousands of 
American women who have so earnestly 
petitioned for this favor.

Whether I am sworn in or not, it is an 
opportune time to meet the members 
of the Senate as an ex-Senator. Any- 
how, I have decided to attempt the 
trip.”’

Should Georgia officials, awaiting the 
completion of the official vote tabula- 
tion, fail to issue an election certificate 
to Mr. George in time to permit him 
to take his seat when the extra session 
begins, it is considered possible that 
Mrs. Felton may be accepted by the 
Senate as entitled to a place on the 
membership roll. Even in that case, 
however, the Senate disbursement offi- 
cials say she would have to serve with- 
out pay. 


Mrs. Felton will not be able to take 
the oath of office as a United States 
Senator, according to Governor Thomas

City’s Plan Means Double Fare. 


‘‘ What tke city authorities apparently 
propose is the piecemeal acquisition of 
}parts only of the existing rapid transit 
lines and their municipal operation. This 
in itself would insure double fares. 
What is needed is a unified citywise sys- 
tem, including all facilities essential for 
the convenience of the public, not oper- 
ated for gain by private corporations, as 
has been the case up to the present time, 
nor yet by the municipal authorities with 
political control of the system, but 
rather by expert management under the 
supervision of a public board of control, 
one-half of which would represent the 
public and the other half those whose 
property had been acquired to constitute 
the unified system. Universal transfers 
over a system thus unified would then 
be entirely practicable. 

“That our plan provides for. We 
would thus have municipal ownership 
and control without the abuses of polit- 
ical operation, and expert operation 
without the opportunities for abuse of- 
fered by private operation for gain. 

“Mr. Craig says that the purpose of 
the Transit Commission in formulating 
its plan was to raise fares. The mem- 
bers of the: Transit Commission had no 


such purpose. We believe that only | 
through the essentials of the commis- 
sion’s plan can a real five-cent fare, 
coupled with adequate service, be gained 
by the people. The plan of the commis- 
sion should speak for itself without the 
handicap of hostile interpretation. The 
attitude of the commission on the ques- 
tion of the. five-cent fare is best indl- 
cated by its accomplishment in pre- 
serving it up to the present time, and 
by its plan, which should secure it for 
the future. 





Forty Companies Now Operating. 


“At the present time transit in the 
City of New York is provided by ap- 
proximately forty companies, each with 
its own overhead and other personnel, 
each with its own traction policy, all of 
them operating under franchises which 
aggregate more than 1,000 in number, 
and all operating primarily for gain. 
The waste of all this must be obvious. 
The lack. of operating elasticity is evi- 
dent. It all spells ineffective effort 
toward real service. Only secondarily 
are the corporations interested in giv- 
ing the public the. kind of service the 
public has a right to demand.. 

“The Transit Commission, in its sur- 
vey and investigation of conditions, 
avoided abuse, but by the introduction 
of legal evidence developed an accurate 
and impartial word picture of the poli- 
cies and operations of the traction 
companies, and as well the effects upon 
the public of these policies and opera- 
tions. It developed also the evils of 
municipal operation as distinguished 
from municipal ownership. Our unani- 
mous conslusion was and is that a sys- 
tem of transportation in the City of New 
York in the hands of private corpora- 
tions, operating primarily for gain, is 
not in the interest of the public. But 
we do not believe that municipal polit- 
ical operation is the remedy, even if it 
could be put into effect. 

“The real solution lies in the adop- 
tion of the commission’s plan.”’

STEER USES STOMACH 
BETTER THAN A BOY 


Feed Tests Show Animals Are 
Superior in Metabolism, Acade- 
my of Sciences Hears. 


A steer is more careful of its stomach 


than a college student, according to Dr. 
Francis G. Benedict, director of the 
Nutrition Laboratory of the Carnegie 
Institution in Washington, D. C., who 
spoke at the opening Autumn session of 
the National Academy of Sciences at 
Columbia University yesterday} 

Describing his recent experiments in 
undernutrition of steers and its metabol- 
ic influence, Dr. Benedid¢t continued: 

“The prediction of local New Hamp- 
shire farmers that the régime of half feed 
would seriously weaken the steers proved 
false. The animals regained their weight 
in pasture the following Summer, were 
successfully fattened and sold at market. 
The experiment on its economic side 
showed that the high cost of feeding 
beef-producing animals during the Win- 
ter could be reduced. 

‘“‘The same experiment of undernutri- 
tion had been previously tried on a 
group of college students and Y. M. C. 
A. men, who suffered a certain lack of 
‘pep’ from their half-feed, but whose 
physical. and intellectual conditions 
were not adversely affected. One curi- 
ous thing was that when the students 
went back to regular eating there were 
twenty-five cases of colic, but there was 
none among the steers. The animals’ 
instinct as to their gastronomic welfare 
seemed better than the men’s.’”’ 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University, at the morning 
session, welcomed the’ visiting scien- 
tists, who came from all parts of the 
United States. He recalled_that a for- 
mer President of Columbia, Dr. F. A. 
P. Barnard, was a founder of the 
Academy of Sciences. President and 
Mrs. Butler held an informal reception 
for the Academy members at their home 
last evening. 

The Autumn session will continue to- 
day at the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research. This afternoon the 
Academy members will visit the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. An all-day ses- 
sion in the Engineering Societies Build- 
ing tomorrow will close the convention.

ONIONS HINDER RESCUERS} 


Vegetables Stored in Old Smith & 
McNell Hotel Building Have 


Effect of Tear Gas. 


One man was killed and three serious- 
ly injured yesterday in the collapse of 
three floors of the five-story building at 
195 Washington Street, once part of the 
old Smith & McNell's Hotel. The fourth 
floor broke in the middle under the 
weight of sacks of onions placed there 
for storage. The falling wreckage broke 
through the third floor and the second, 
but was held by the ground floor. 

The man killed was buried at the bot- 
tom of the débris, while those injured 
also were carried down in the wreckage. 
Two negro workmen, gétting a second 
warning from the snapping of the tim- 
bers, escaped by Jumping through a win- 
dow toa fire-escape.

All three men were in a serious con- 
dition last night in the Broad Street 
Hospital. Sawyer’s skull was frac- 
tured and Pearlman and Murphy re- 
ceived internal injuries.

There was agiremendous crash as the 
floor sank and the floor timbers and 
the bags of onions struck the third 
floor. The mass of beams, flooring and 
onions in breaking through the second 
floor tore a hole in the centre twenty- 
five feet in diameter. :

Peter’s Roman Catholic Church admin- 
istered the last rites as Midler lay un- 
conscious. He died soon afterward. 

Difficulty was experienced by the fire- 
men in digging out Midler and the other 
three men because the fumes from the

Canadian Craiser Finds Exhausted

Keepers at Magdalen Islands. 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E. I., Nov. 
14.—Summoned to the Magdalen Islands 
by distress signals from the darkened 
lighthouse on lonely Bird Rock, the Ca- 
nadian-cruiser Margaret today found 
one of the keepers dying, three others 
dangerously ill and the fifth member 
of the crew, a woman, near exhaustion 
from her efforts to nurse the sick and 
keep the light burning. e 

When news that the light had failed 
reached here the Margaret was ordered 
to the spot at full speed to restore the 
light and fog horn signals on the rock, 
which lies directly in the route from 
St. Lawrence River ports and Svdney. 

Driving all night through a heavy 
storm, the cruiser reached the island at 
4 A.-M. There they found the keeper, 
his brother, a male assistant, and his 
aged mother-in-law near death. Mrs. 


Bourke, recent brid® of the assistant 
keeper, was attending them. 

All were placed aboard the cruiser, 
which headed for Georgetown, and, when 
no doctor was found there, came on to 
Charlottetown. Bourke died during the 
trip.

WANT SHIPS TO LIST DRUGS. 


Supreme Court to Rehear 
Bearing on Dry Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A case con- 
sidered to be of wide importance in the 
enforcement of national prohibition, 
heretofore decided by the Supreme Court 
adversely to the contentions of the Fed- 
eral Government, has been set for-a re- 
hearing at the request of Government 
counsel. It is an action brought by the 
United States against Wesley L. Sischo, 
and involves the question whether ships 
can be compelled to list.on their manit- 
fests all articles aboard, including those 
whose importation is prohibited. 

The merchandise in question in the 
Sischo case was opium for smoking. 
The Government strenuously contended 
that the presence of the consignment 
aboard must be stated for the informa- 


tion of the inspection officers. 

The lower Federal. courts took the view 
that the law did not require the listing 
-of such articles, and the Supreme Court, 
by an evenly divided bench, recently de- 
clined to overthrow that construction. 
The Government hopes upon the second 
presentation of the case to be able to 
convince the court that it should be ad- 
vised when vessels arrive at American 
orts with intoxicating liquors or other 
prohibited articles aboard. -

ON CONGRESS WETS 


Executive Committee Calls on 
Supporters to Prevent En- 
forcement Repeal. 


SATISFIED WITH ELECTION 


Declare It Showed Steady Solidifica- 
tion of Prohibition Sentiment Ex- 
cept Among Foreigners. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14.—The res 
sults of the recent election ‘“ prove that 
there has been a steady solidification of 
public sentiment in favor of the High- 
teenth Amendment except in sections of 
the country, and especially in certain 
large cities, with a large foreign popula-+ 
tion,”’ says a statement issued tonight 
by the National Executive Committee of 


the Anti-Saloon League, which met here 
today. 


“There has been an increase in the 
‘Dry’ majority in the Senate,’’ the 
Statement continues, ‘and the only 
gains made by the ‘ Wets’ in the House, 
which is still strongly ‘Dry,’ were 
made in a few districts with a large 
foreign-born population under the lead 
of ‘ Wet’ city dailies. There is no ev- 
idence that there has been, even in 
those sections, any increase in ‘ Wet’ 
sentiment and therefore no reason for 
any discouragement for advocates of 


prohibition and law and order, provided 
they heed the warning.’’ 

C The statement, which bore th ti 
‘* Drys’ Declare War on Nullification. 
ists: A Declaration of the Executive 
Committee of the Anti-Saloon League 
Adopted at Philadelphia,” closed with a 
call to the people of ‘‘ All the States to 
continue their efforts for prohibition en- 
forcement and to strengthen the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W. C. T. U. in 
this essential task to support the Con- 
ee and the laws enacted to enforce 


Attempts to elect a Congress “to 
nullify the Eighteenth ‘Amentinant and 
to legalize the sale of beer and wine ”’ 
were characterized as ‘‘a direct chal- 
lenge to orderly government,”’ part of 
the statement says. 

‘“To enact a State law in defiance 
of Federal law or to repeal Federal 
legislation necessary to enforce the Con- 
stitution is as effective and as vicious 
nullification as that resulting from vur- 
ganized physical force. * * ® 

‘““We commend the Department of 
Justice of the United States for so con- 
struing the National Prohibition. act 
as to consummate the manifest purpose 
of that act to prevent the carriage of 
liquors on American ships and on for- 
eign ships within our jurisdiction. No 
loyal citizen of the United States who 
enjoys its manifold blessings will re- 
fuse to sail on our ships because they 
obey the laws of our country. * * *# 

‘“*'We condemn the persistent attacks 
made by the distillers upon the prohibi- 
tion enforcement department because it 
is making an honest effort to confine the 
withdrawal of spirituous liquors to le- 
gitimate medicinal and other non-beVer- 
age needs. We appeal to the friends of 
prohibition and law enforcement in for- 
eign countries to use their influence 
with their several Governments to with- 
hold protection from rum-running ves- 
sels of foreign registry that violate the 
laws of the United States."’ 

Among the leaders of prohibition 
forces who attended today’s session were 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel of 
the league; P. A. Baker, General Super- 
intendent; William H. Anderson, New 
York Superintendent, and Dr. Ernest H.

‘‘The ‘wets’ have announced their 
program to organize the next House of 
Representatives in the interests of their 
plan to repeal or change the prohibition 
act,’’ said Mr. Wheeler.

bey.”” She despises housekeeping—the 
bread crumbs she made for the fowl at 
dinner have gone hopelessly wrong—and 
the sighs into the moonlight of mid- 
summer night for a lover prince in 
armor. 

Aa this is a bit of neo-Barrieism, very 
charming after its kind, Prince Gervase 
comes. He has lost his way and run 
out of ‘ petrol’’ while motoring to a 
costumes party. Melisande gets one 
glimpse of him in the midsummer moon- 
light, and he of her. Love happens. 
On the morrow he is still wandering In 


his doublet and hose of blue and silver, 
end they meet in the wood. It is a 
finely humoresque, tenderly impas- 
sioned idyll and, though both move as 
if in a dream, love keeps on happening. 

Then comes the last act, the awaken- 
ing. The idyllic forest gives way to 
tea for the whole objurgated family; 
doublet and hose of silver and blue are 
remlaned by knickers of a very modern 
bagginess. Disillusionment stalks imto 
the regions of love’s young dream 
(some centuries old), but in the end 
good sense asserts itself and a leve so 
genuine and so strong that it endures 
even the thought of bread crumbs prop- 
erly compounded. 

Lest it be thought that ‘' The Re- 
mantic Age'’ verges upon banality, let 
us repeat that it is written by the author 
of “Dover Road" and ‘Mr. Pim 
Passes By.’ Wit and fancy have sel- 
dom so completely lent their shimmer- 
ing vestment to a group of amiable and 
Vv human English folk. And let us 

e haste to add that this eternal 
flapper, eternally young, is played by 
Margolo Gillmore. 

It is a performance rich in personality, 
flarntone nart. Miss Gillmore shirks no 
essential detail of characterization, even 
dwelling up the young thing’s complete 
lack of humor. (If this were true Bar- 
rie, the final scene would have revealed 
goat a flicker of the sigpars comic. ) 

ut, in spite of her fidelity, Miss Gill- 
more manages to make Melisande 
tremulous with ripening ardor and quite 
genuinely idyllic. 

First and last in the account of last 
evening’s enjoyment is the fact that the 
comedy is staged by Frederick Stan- 
hope. It is a flawless cast, no member 
of which would escape the fourragere 
if decorations were still in order. 

The homely philosophy of the play 
Was expounded by J. M. Kerrigan, a 
peddier in whom the wandering mood of 
Autolycus is subdued to a love of home 
life and his aging spouse. 

The pseudo-princely lover, who im- 
bibed his triumphant philosophy from 
Mr. Kerrigan in the wood, was played 
in a right manly and fanciful vein by 
Leslie Howard. 

Marsh Allen was father to the Jane 
Austen flapper, and was so amiably and 
shrewdly amusing that the absence of 
humor in his daughter came to seem 2 
sheer miracle. 

It would be labor lost to warn off the 
seekers of novel sensation. They scent 
such gossamer delights from afar and 
disappear in their own dust. But there 
are nowadays more than one “ public’’ 
or Broadway, and, though this play its 
by no means a paragon of its kind, it is 
_ the sort of thing the Barrie- Milne- 
tes delight in.

A generally interesting and frequently 
moving play, frankly of theatric design, 
is ‘‘L’Enfant Amour” of Bataille, pre- 
sented, last night at the George M. Co- 
han Theatre under the somewhat over- 
literal title of ‘‘ The Love Child.’’ This 
play, the second Bataille work to reach 
the New York stage since the drama- 
tist’s death a few mnoths ago, contains 
@ good deal of effective theatrical stuff. 


I¢ depends largely upon three major 
réles—those of mother, lovér and son, 
and is of the school that is at some 
pains to provide opportunities for act- 
ing on the part of its principals. In 
Paris, ten or eleven years ago, Rejane 
found the rdéle of the mother sufficiently 
attractive to tempt her, and it is with 
her that the play is chiefly identified. 

In the adaptation at the Cohen—a fair- 
ly fluid one by Martin Brown, which is 
at somewhat scrupulous pains to avoid 
identification of the locale, despite the 
inescapable Gallic theme—these three 
leading rdles fall into the hands of 
Janet Beecher, Lee Baker and Sidney 
Blackmer. The performances of all are 
@apable enough, and yet just a little of 
the theatrical force of the play is. dissi- 
pated by a common tendency to play in 
@ repressed 3 & It ts as though an a 
tempt were being made to put the 
upon another plane than tkat for w Wek 
it was intended—there is an apparent 
Saeingoens to recognize that this play, 
after all, is composed mainly of the- 
atrical material, and that it’ could do 
with a little fire from the actors. 

Bataille has selected as his heroine e 
woman who has been for seventeen years 
the mistress of a | deayes man, and who 
is finally about to be pushed aside when 
an important appointment makes it de- 
sirable that he should go on without 
her. It is prior to her acquaintance 
with this man that she has become the 
mother of the child of love who gives 
title to the play, and it is when the 
lever shoves her aside that the son 
tekes matters into his own hands. By 
threatening an affair with the lover's 
daughter he seeks to force his return to 
her mother. (Quite accidentally, ap- 
parently, the authors of the late 
** Swifty '’ employed a plot highly simi- 
lar to this.) 

It is whan the son confronts the lover, 
in the third act of the play, that e 

ece becomes most interesting. Here, 

‘or a while, it is all genuinely convinc- 
ing and moving—the rather arbitrary 
mechanics of the play are forgotten in 
the general enjoyment of the scene. As 
a matter of fact, the play contains four 
or five scenes that sweep poe be | with a 
fine movement, and it is chief when 
the acting is out of key with e aid 
that the piece seems unconvincing.

Says Families Often Try to Conceal 
Facts—Denies Dealing With 
Pneumonia Cases. 


Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical Ex- 
aminer, replying yesterday to the as- 
sertion of Dr. S. Dana Hubbard, Diree- 
tor of the Bureau of Publication of the 
Health Department, that many deaths 
Feported by the Medical Examiner's of- 
fice as accidental had proved to ve sui- 
cides, said that, while in many cases 
it was difficult. for medical examiners 
to ascertain the facts several hours 
after death, his assistants were extraor- 
dinarily careful in signing death cer- 
tificates in such cases. 

Dr. Norris referred to several spe- 
cific cases cited by Dr. Hubbard dur- 
ing a speech before the Society of Med- 
fcal Jurisprudence. Regarding the case 
of one man whose family physician gave 
acute pneumonia as the cause of death, 
although, Dr. Hubbard averred, he ac- 
tually had died of a gunshot wound, 
Dr. Norris said deaths reported as 
caused by pneumonia were not brought 
to the attention of his office at all. 
It was Dr. Hubbard’s duty, he said, 
to call any such facts to the attention 
eof the Medical Examiner. 

Dr. Norris in his statement sald: 

“Dr. Hubbard reports that many cases 
a@re inaccurately reported as accidental. 
* © * He mentions ‘supposed acci-| 
dental deaths irom illuminant gas! 
poisoning.’ it is quite possivle that the | 
medical examiners do not aiways ac- 
ecurately ascertain the surrounding cir- 
cumstances. in many such cases the 
family conceais the tacts and evidence 
and suppresses information, and if an | 
investigation has not been made by the 
first police officer on the scene, it Is 
most difficult for the medical examine: 
to ascertain the fracts several hours 
@fter the death.

“Dr. Hubbard mentions a case in 
which he says the office apparently did 
mot perform its duty, in which the win- 
gow from which the man fell was so 
high that to get to it he had ‘to stand 
on a chair. I have no record of such a 
case. The assistant medical examiners 
have had very considerable experience 
in passing upon deaths from talls out 
of windows, and they are extraordinarily 
careful in how the death certificates are 
signed in such cases. 

ee Hubbard mentions the _ case 
where the family physician signed out a 
suicide by gunshot wound as acute pneu- 
monia. I sincerely trust that Dr. Hub- 
bard reported this death either to this 
office or to the District Attorney of the 
e@ppropriate county. Cases of acute 
pneumonia are reported to the Depart- 
ment of Health and do not come to the 
attention of the Chief Medical Exam- 
iner’s office at all. 

** Mention is made of the undetermined 
mature of a large number of cases found 
drowned. Where bodies are uot identi- 
fied, it is extremely difficult to come to 
any conclusion as to the nature of the 
drowning. In such cases they should be 
labeled ‘ undetermined’ in order not to 
falsify the records. 

“I wish to call the attention of the 
people who criticise the workings of this 
department to the fact that we are 
forced to give the deceased the benefit 
of the doubt unless there is very strong 
evidence, as a suicide letter, or in the 
case of gas voisoning, the closing of the 
windows and doors or gas hose attached 
to mouth. I desire to call attention to 
the fact that I know of two cases dying 
from illuminant gas poisoning in which 
this office had to change the records 
from suicide to accidental.

Trade Commission Cites Many 
Cincinnatl for Unfair Methods. 


CINCINNATI, Nov, 14.—More than a 


score of Cincinnatians and a dozen local 


firms engaged in the tobacco business 
have been cited before the Federal 
Trade Commission on charges of having 
engaged in practices tending to stifle 
competition and restrain trade. It is 
charged that they ‘‘ have been and are 
using unfair methods of competition’ 
in the sale of cigarettes and tobacco, 
The commission, which has been meet- 
ing secretly in Cincinnati, examining 
witnesses and hearing testimony, has 
power to make recommendations to the 


United States Attorney regarding prose- 
eution for violation of the Interstate 


Commerce law. 
The chief complaint {s made againat 


the P, Lorillard Company, incorporated 


in New Jersey and with its principal 
factories and offices in Jersey City. 
The local dealers and individuals named 
are alleged to have an agreement with 
the Lorillard company for a ‘“ continu- 
ous supply of the products of the com- 
pany.’ The commission charges that 
many other dealers have not the “‘ same 
agreement,” and thereby suffer losses 
of patronage and customers. Judge 
George McCorkle of Washington Is sit- 
ting as examiner. 

The case is considered important, it fs 
said, because the action of the commis- 
sion in Cincinnati will serve as a prece- 
dent for other actions in various parts 
of the country.

6.54, At the best yesterday, 
London were quoted at 66 francs 40 
centimes—although some dealers had a 
quotation of 66 francs 10 centimes— 
this was not confirmed. One interesting 
theory. presented was that England, 
having completed her operations for to- 
day’s payment in New York, again is 
purchasing frances to replenish her bal- 
ances in that country. This, of course, 
is all theory. New York dealers are 
more or less at a loss to identify the 
cross channels of the foreign exchange 
market. It is rather peculiar, however, 
to say the least, to see French external 
bonds sellling at new low prices for the 
year and her exchange suddenly wipe 
out almost a month's loss in one sweep- 
ing, robust upturn. 

The other exchanges were humdrum 
affairs, with very little doing, swinging 
idly in the doldrums into which they 
have descended. The market in lire of- 
fered the exception. It was characterized 
by dealers here as “ wild,’’ first ad- 
vancing to 6.85, then declining to 6.57% 
and closing finally at 6.64%, a frac- 
tional appreciation over the 


day. It was pointed out by several 
dealers that between the recent low of 
3.83% for this exchange and yester- 


day's price of 4.89% are 106% points, |} 


a sufficient swing, in less than three 
weeks’ time, to delight even the heart 
of a foreign exchange dealem It is a 
rumor here that some very important 
speculators in the London market have 
been badly crippled of late in their 
Madrid commitments, and that they 
have been literally “paying through the 
nose’ for the past two weeks.

Institution to Be Known as 
Federation Trust Company 
Will Establish Branches. 


PLAN CAPITAL INCREASE

WIIl Bulld Near One of Big Rallway 
Terminals—Cleveland Expert 
to Take Charge. 


Organized labor has decided to estab- 
lish @ co-operative bank in New York, 
with a capitalization of $2,000,000, Wil- 
liam F. Kehoe, Secretary of the Central 
Trades and Labor Council, announced 
yesterdy. 

The labor bank, the first of its kind 
in the State, Mr. Kehoe sajd will have 
the support of the more than 1,500,000 
organized workers of the State, as well 
as the American Federation of Labor. 
The bank, which will be known as the 
Federation Trust Company, he said, will 
be opened shortly after the first of the 
year, and later will establish branches 
in various sections ef New York City 
and in the principal cities of the State. 

Decision to establish the labor bank, 
Mr, Kehoe said, was made efter nearly 
three years of study and investigation 
by the Committee on Banking of the 
Central Trades and Labor Council, in 
co-operation with the New York State 
Federation of Labor. 

He said that several sites for the new 
bank had been considered, and it will 
probably be located near the Grand 
Central or Pennsylvania railroad ter- 
minals. The bank will ba established 
along the lines of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers’ Co-operative Na- 
tional Bank of Cleveland, and will be 
under the direction of W. F. McCaleb, 
who established the Cleveland institu- 
tlon. Mr. McCaleb has a record of 
establishing twenty-four labor banks, 
and prior to becoming Vice President 
and general manager of the engineers’ 


bank was Vice Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Dallas, Texas. 

In deciding to organize its own bank, 
the committee rejected an offer from 
the engineers’ bank to establish a branch 
here, as pro 4 the brotherhood's 
President, arren E. Stone, and also 
declined an offer of a local banking 
institution to turn over its establish- 
ment to the labor enterprise. 

* Success of the new labor bank has 
been sured,”’ said Mr. Kehoe. ‘‘ We 
have been pledged the support of labor 
unions throughout the State. The New 
York labor bank will be the depository 
of all union funds. r 

‘“ Although we start with only a 
000,000 capitalization, we hope to J 
crease this as soon as we get the 
actually under way.”’
